The countess' twin 
sister, daughter of the Marquis of Aber- 
gavenny, wan found dead in 1010 with 
a gun shot wound through the heart on 
the grounds of the family residence inr 


Oxfordshire. 


Today's affair was at first a mystery 


and it was not known whether she had 
been murdered, had committed suicide 
or had been accidentally shot until the 
Earl of Cottenham himself testified at 
the coroner's inquest at noon. He said 
hfi had been out with his boys and when 
he returned and found his wife missing 
lie instituted a search which resulted in 
the discovery of her corps with the gun 
beside it'near the stump of a tree-over 
which she had evidently stumbled, at 
the same time accidentally discharging 
the weapon. 
The jury thereupon re- 


turned a verdict, of accidental death. 


The 
countess was 
an 
enthusiastic 


huntsman and a 
fine shot. 
She fre- 


quently roamed 
alone witli her 
gun 


through the preserves of her estate at 
Elvenden Priory. 
The twin sister of 


the countess was Lady Yiolct Nnvill, 
who became Countess Cowley and whose 
divorce suit against Earl Cowley in 1S07 
created a widespread Sensation. 


The Countess of Cottenham first mar- 


ried John lilnndell 1/oigh and also went, 
through the divorce court in ISflfl. her 
husband being the plaintiff and the F.nrl 
of Cottenhnm the co-respondent. 
She 


married the Knrl of Cottenham in the. 
same year and had three sons, who are 
all living.

,T. K. Clark, a freight fireman on the 


Nickel Plate railroad, is a patient at Kt. 
Joseph's hospital suffering from nn in- 
jury that for awhile threatened to prove 
fatal; and which was tiie result of being 
struck on the jaw by a green banana 
tossed from the cab of a passing locomo- 
tive. 


Clark's train had taken thn siding at 


Rutland, a little sta.tion in the western 
part of the state, to give the right of 
way to pflssenger train No. 1, ftastbound. 
Engineer S. Coogan. who was at 
the 


throttle of the passenger engine, was 
eating bananas at tho timo and as Ho 
passed tho freight locomotive, be. tossed 
a. half-ripened one out of the window. 


It struck Fireman Clark on the jaw 


and knocked him insensible from 
his 


seat. A Rutland doctor was summoned 
and had great difficulty in restoring tlu 
injured man to consciousness and he was 


till in a daml condition when lie wns 


brought here at 8 o'clock in the evening 
and taken to the hospital. 


His cheek is still swollen badly and it 


was at first thought his jaxv wa.s broken, 
hut this happily was a mistako and Fire- 
man Clark will soon be able to Icavo the 
hospital. 


The* accident is probably the first of 


its kind on record and is most peculiar. 
Engine; r ('oogan says that ho did not 
throw the banana with much force, but 
the momentum of the train probably 
augmented the force and caused the se- 
vere injury to Fireman Clark. Engineer 
Coogan did not know of the accident, un- 
t i l told of it some hours 
afterwards.

i, May 3.—The work of re- 


ducing Indiana'* tremendous flru losses 
has been deflultoly begun ia the otlice ol 
tha stats lire marshal, -where William K. 
Longley, of Koblcsvllle, appointed by 
Utrrcrnor Ralston, has assumed the du- 
tlo cf this new office—created by the 
last genaral assunbly. 


Whllo much timo has tjeen spent in 


darislng tho proper fortuu for the tabula- 
tion of records, and in otherwine organ- 
ildng tho work, the actual -work of pre- 
venting fires hiu> already begun. Certain 
Intpectlon?, resulting from reports 
•<( 


hazardous conditions in various cities In 
the state, have been made and are being 
made. And likewise cases of supposed 
Incendiarism have alroady been investi- 
gated. 


How Work V ill Be Done. 


In the main, however, the efforts of 


Fire Marshal Longley and his deputies 
have been directed toward organization 
of the department, and preparation lot" 
the work that Is to be done. John W. 
Minor, jr., has been named as first dep- 
uty and Roger W. Wallace as second 
deputy. Mr. Miller will devote MB at- 
tention largely to inspections nnd inves- 
tigations in the state. Mr. Wallace is 
an attorney and. in addition to other 
duties, will participate in the legal du 
ties which may develop in the course yt 
enforcing the law. Ralph E. Richimin 
is secretary in the fire marshal's office. 


One task of no mean proportions is 


tfiat of acquainting township trustees, 
clerks of town boards and 
tire 
chiefs 


throughout Indiana, with the fact that 
the new law makes them a««i=tants to 
the state fire marshal nnd requires them 
to perform certain duties in furthering 
the work of tire prevention. 


Army of Assistants. 


Every township trustee in the state

Each of these trustees must per- 
foTtn certain duties in the. territory in 
bis township outside the corporate limit* 
of any city or town. 


In incorporated cities the chief of 


fire department is designated HS an m- 
•istant to the fire marshal. 
In incor- 


porated towns, where there in a fire chiei 
he is to serve as an assistant to the lire 
marshal. If there is no fire chief, the 
clerk of the town board is designated to 
lerre. 


It ll the duty of these assistants to 


tiport promptly to the state fire mur- 
•n»l "the origin and circumstances of 
»Tery fire In their territory, nml no far 
a* possible, to determine 'whether th 
flye was the result of carelessness or 
design.

Wilson as a Hard Hitter* 


Most assuredly there will be r-ritirism of President 


Wilson for his course in going bark into Xew Jersey to 
campaign for the enactment by the state legislature'of a 
jury reform law and other measures for whieh he led a 
fight while governor of that state. There will be those \vlio 
contend that it is no province uf a president of the United 
States to concern himself with state issues or to meddle 
with political affairs of the individual states, and that a 
strict attention to the duties of the presidency will keep' 
him amply busy. It is plainly apparent, however, that if 
Mr. Wilson's enemies in "New Jersey state politics imag- 
ined they had gotten rid of him when he was elevated to 
the presidency, they were much mistaken. 


As a general proposition, it may be said that a pres- 


ident who attempts to dabble in state affairs is but brew- 
ing infinite trouble for himself that is likely to earn- a 
tremendous "kick" when the reaction comes. .In the pres- 
ent instance, however, there are eircumstnnees surround- 
ing it that justify the president's action to an unusual de- 
gree. The reforms he is now demanding are those which 
he had written into the New Jersey platform, and for 
which he battled as governor of the state. 
Xaturally 


enough he is still eoneerned in seeing them come to pass. 
But they are broader than state issues in that to a large 
degree the fight is one against bossism, which is quite as 


. much a national as a state issue. Moreover, the trip is de- 
veloping new light on the many-sided president, for it is 
showing him as a hard-hitter. Here are some of the decla- 
rations from his Xew Jersey speeches: 


'"Tell the bosses that we are their masters, not, 


they ours." 


"I have no delusions about the result of last No- 


vember's election. The democracy is on trial. If it 
fails to keep its promises, it will be consigned to well 
earned oblivion." 


"The gang trembles in the spot.light of pub- 


licity." 


"The best weapon of the interests is to divide the 


honest men into kinds so that no kind can have the 
majority.'' 


"The party boss does not belong in any solar 


system because he is an erratic comet whose fall is 
certain." 


"The people should be permitted a look at their 


own constitution occasionally, say once in five vears, 
and not compelled to exist on their bylaws exclusive- 
ly so that the party bosses may benefit." 


The president is rapidly disabusing the minds of 


those who thought him merely a. soft-spoken, prosy, 
academic professor who didn't know how to light. He is 
developing into a political hard-hitter of the Ty Oobb 
class.

That is the crisis which the Talc 
oarsmen face to-day, the problem which 
they are trying to solve with blistered 
hands, aching backs and throbbing heads. 
For five consecutive years Harvard has 
defeated Yale in tho varsity eight oared 
event, and beaten her badly, 
t'nless 


tables are turned this year it is openly 
proposed among graduates that financial 
support may be withdrawn from the 
crews. It is a big ••xpcnso t" put a var-j 
Bity crew in the water for tho nn': big 
race of the year. Fifteen thousand dollars! 
is a moderate estimate, including the cost] 
of n new shell. There :* no income from 
the crew, and if financial support is 
denied tho rowing association, rowing 
will be a dead issue at Tale. 


In this fight for life the Tale coaches 


have been hammering away at their men 
ever since last September. 
They have 


adopted tho English style of utrnko .-.bso 
lately and they will have English coaches 
lo work with them. Last year Yale us»'l 
i modified English stroke, which differed 
scarcely . ; all from the stroke used this 
year. 
Harvard, slicking to her old 


stroke, which is nn English stroko BO 
vastly modified that it may be termed 
American, defeated Tale. 


Tho moro optimistic partisans of Ell 


pointed out that ]!)12 was the first year 
under a new nystcm and the first year of 
a new stroke, and that nothing much 
could be expected. Tho more pessimistic 
ff Yale graduates, and some who believe 
in the old stroke taught by John Ken 
nedy, which more than once pulled the 
Blue shell across the finish line ahead nf 
the Crimson, are pointing out that the 
first year James Iticc coached the Col- 
umbia crews and taught them a new 
Stroke the 
varsity eight not only de- 


feated Harvard's crack crew i- a tw 
mile race, hut finished second at Pimgh- 
kecpsie, one-fifth of a second behind Cor- 
nell. This was in 1907, when thoro were 
seven crews in the race. X'p to that time 
Columbia had boon consistently finishing 
in fourth or fifth place. 


But bo the merits of tho new Tale 


stroke what they may, one thing is cer- 
tain. Yale men are working their hearts; touicd to 
out daily in tho shells preparing for the, from 
big struggle with Harvard next Juno, aad 
Yn'c graduates arc pouring money into 
the coffers of tho rowing association that 
Yale may have tho best of all things 
•which go to make a successful crew. The 
outcome will be decided at the end of a 
four nile course next June, on 
Thames River.

effect this spring.

ago toiled to win a living from the land, 
is the possessor of $30,000, the gift of thc 
Emperor, and holds an even more precious 
possession—a, letter from the Emperor 
cayinc that he was in the wrong. Also 
as compensation for his wounded feelings 
he is to receive thc Order of the Royal 
Crown as a token of the; Env.cror's re- 
traction' of a statement he had made in 
regard to his subject. 


The story of thc Emperor's controversy 


with his subject reads like some quaint tale] 
In a children's book so remote does it 
teem from the ordinary account of thc 
doings of gceat rulers. 


Helmuth Sohst was one of the tenants 


en the Emperor's estate at Cadiucn. 
Cadinen had at one time been a convent 
Mtate and wjien the Emperor took it with 
the object of making it into a model farm 
It -was made up of badly drained land, 
n-hich raised no crop worth mentioning 
ind on which only rye and potatoes would 
irow at all. 


Five thousand acres there were of the 


land—half forest, half wrecked farming 
land. 
The Kaiser introduced improve- 


ments of all sorts. He enriched the land 
§nd drained it. and he introduced new 
crops—wheat, oats, larlcy, beet root for 
lugar and mangel wurzel for cattle. Then 
he brought to the estate a herd of 150 
Dutch cows and established a dairy. So 
luccessful was the Kaiser in his farming 
»nd dairy projects that it was not very 
long before there was a great surplus of 
milk and cream, butter and cheese to be 
marketed in Dautzig, the nearest large 
town. Presently the reputation of the 
Cadinen farm products spread beyond the 
neighborhood and far beyond Dantzig. 
Ajl of Germany learned that Cadinen but- 
ter, milk and cheese were rich and pure 
beyond all similar products and the de- 
mand for these articles grew to such an 
extent that -with the money brought in by 
the sale of rye and other vegetables the 
farm, from being a losing investment, be- 
gan to turn into the royal Treasury the 
turn of $20,000 a. year. 


The Kaiser, who is just as enthusiastic 


a. farmer as he is a warrior or a states- 
man, gloried in the success of his efforts. 
He was quite as proud of the wonderful 
rj-c and potatoes and' the delicious dairy 
products which his model farm produced 
p* h* was of the magnificent set up and 
splendid discipline of his German soldiers. 
All of his fanner neighbors at the Cadinen 
.estate were flattering in the extreme in 
regard to the innovations lie had made. 
Bo were all of the tenants. All but one, 
Bt least. It came to the eara of the Kaiser 
that there was one tenant, Helmuth 
Sohst, who spoke up now and then for 
thc ways of his ancestors, who didn't alto- 
rethcr approve of the introduction of new 
iinds of crops and who held back when 
there was talk of more new methods and 
""till greater improvements.

thia tenant, Helmuth Sohst 
In bis own

ods, the Kaiser accepted an invitation to] 
address the Agricultural Council of the' 
district. The meeting came off, the Kuiser 
was in fine spirits, and he won the in- 
terest of all present as he told how he 
had increased the arablo land on his es- 
tate from 503 t.o 632 acres, in addition to 
reclaiming 300 acres of meadow land 
which previously had produced practically 
nothing, and that the land which in 1910 
Had produced 22,1 tons of hny and pas- 
tured from. 70 to SO cattle yielded in the 
following year, when his idea;, had been 
put into practice, 4f,0 tons of huy had pas- 
tured V20 cattle and 00 horses.

The tomato Is essentially a seed bed 
int.

To secure profitable crops In the

TOBACCO AN EXCELLENT INSECTICIDE. 


May be LVd Indoors and in the Open Air With 


Good Results.

It is not as generally recognized aa 


it should be that we have In tobacco 
a splendid insecticide for use against 
rome of the most troublesome eoft- 
bodled Insect pests. 
For plant lice 


it has proved very effective* and being 
harmless to plants, can often ba cm- 
ployed where poisons are out of the 
question. 


A pound and a half, of tobacco 


sterns In a wooden bucket with botl- 


A bench of lettnrc grown In a con- 


servatory watered by nnder-dralnage 
to prevent rot, and fumigated with to- 
bacco extract. Completely free from 
both rot and aphides. 


Ing water poured over them and left

Manufactured tobacco extracts with 


a known percentage of nicotine are on 
the market, and are more certain In 
their effect because of the possibility 
of making up each time a definite so- 
lution.

Pieces of Iron 
are heated red-hot and with tongs are 
dropped Into the fluid in a large pan 
or kettle. The door is closed and the 
fumes left over night. 


A smudge made by burning tobacco 


stems IB often employed by florists as 
a means of ridding hothouses of plant 
lice, but has not proved as effective in 
my hands as the vapor. The smoke 
leaves a recognizable tobacco odor on 
rose petals which is a further objec- 
tion to it. 


Sheets of paper whiah have been 


saturated with strong extracts are sold 
for use In fumigating hothouses, and 
are more convenient and certain than 
tho stems, if properly prepared. 


The successful results attending co- 


operative dairying in England were 
made the subject of a report to the 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
by B. F. Chase, United States Consul at 
Leeds. The report shows that the dis- 
tributing depots at Leeds.

GROWING RAPE.

ment itself and because of the grace in the 
carriage .and movements which it insures. She 
is a stanch upholder of the Tango. 
"What

Mrs. Barr is the wue ol Jaiijes C. Barr, one 


of Boston's leading capitalists, and is a well 
known figure U the society life of Bostoa, 
Prides Crossing, Newport and New York.

takes an active interest in all outdoor 


sports and is one of the most graceful dancers 
among the younger society set. Mrs. Storrow 
is the wife of one of the wealthiest bankers in 
Boston. Mrs. Storrow takes a deep interest in 
dancing and personally directs the dancing 
classes for poor girls. 


"The Tango dance is not only perfectly 


proper and all right in every way, but is one 
of the finest dances that has ever been intro- 
duced," said Mrs. Storrow, "but please remem- 
ber that the conditions and associations, after 
all, are what really count. The Tango, as I 
understand it, is a one step dance, with 153 
steps, and, of course, every one step dance is 
all right if danced correctly. By being danced 
correctly I mean when it is danced as the mem- 
bers of Boston society dance it, and not the 
way that it is danced in some of the public 
dance halls, which is shocking. 


"The Tango? 
Yes, I know that dance and 


have danced it," said Mrs. Barr. "1 do not 
hesitate to say that 1 think the Boston people 
who are so ready to condemn it surely cannot 
have the right ideas concerning the dance. If 
danced as it should be, under the right social 
conditions, I do not see any reason why it 
should not be just as proper as the one step 
or the minuet." 


The Tango has not really attained great 


popularity in San Francisco, according to Miss 


Phyllis de Young, the debutante daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. H. de Young. She said:— 


"I am one of the few girls who dance it. 


It is a remarkably pretty dance, more like a 
fancy rag than anything else, and the motion 
is perfectly heavenly. 
It is fascinating to 


watch, but still more so to dance. 
However, 


there are comparatively few here who know it, 
but those who can dance it prefer it to all 
other forms. 
The reason that it has not 


attained popularity here is that there is nobody 
to teach it. The instructors busy themselves 
with the other round dances and with new 
steps of the rag, but the Tango is hardly ever 
taught. Why, I cannot Understand, for it is 
not difficult to learn and is more real fun than 
all the others combined.'" 


Miss Enid Gregg, the elder daughter of Mr. 


and Mrs. Wellington Gregg, who is also an 
authority on dancing, lamented the Tango's 
lack of popularity. 


"It is a beautiful dance," she said. "Not 


like a rag, there is nothing even suggestive of 
the rag in it. It is best described as a fancy 
dance. 
It lacks the swing of the Spanish 


fandangos, but its movements are easy and 
graceful. 
While it has been received with 


favor in San Francisco, it cannot yet be called 
a popular dance, and it would be imposs.ble to 
predict for it a popular future.
